ter Functions of Office’ In 
Face of Impeachment, 


MAKES DEMAND FOR JOB 


Fails to Affect Governor, Who Signs 
State Papers; Rival Alsa Al- 
lows Requisition Request. 


MRS. SULZER SUFFERS A RELAPSE 


Albany, N. T., Aug. 15,—[Special.}]—Lieut. 
Gov. Glynn late tonight flatly refused to 
entertain the suggestion made by Gov. Sulzer 
that the governorship of New York be given 
a court test. 

This is an entirely different stand than 
he took during the afternoon, when he agreed 
to a conference between attorneys looking 
to a solution of the political difficulties that 
now beset the state of New York. 

Glynn today exercised the function of gov- 
ernor by signing requisition papers from the 
governor of Ohio to the “ governor of New 
Tork in the case of Lewis Lucht of Cleve- 
land, O., held at Buffalo. 


Demands Sulzer Step Down. 
The incidents that led up to Glynn's action 


3 started at noon when the lieutenant 


overnor presented a written demand on 
Sulzer to vacate his office and turn over ail 
state papers. He received an immediate re- 
ply from Sulzer denying him the right to take 
possession. 

In Gov. Sulzer’s te he suggested that 
conference regarding a test case in the 
courts, to determine who should exercise 
functions of the office pending the impeach- 
ment trial be had. ‘This plan was agreed to, 
but the rival attorneys parted without reach- 
ing a conctusion.

“@ny attempt on my part to do 80,“ he 
said, or to stipulate a. method by which it 
might be done, would properly place me in 
the position you now occupy—that of being 
impeached for malfeasance in office.”

and papers appertaining to such office of 
governor: At the end of your letter thus re- 
fusing you suggest that steps be taken to se- 
cure a decision by some court, as to which

Cannot Barter Functions, 
„I know of no way by which I could make, 
and no condition that would justify me in 
making, any such stipulation. The consti- 
tution was designed to, and I am advised ane 
believe does, specifically and completely 
cover the juneture now existing, and is sup- 
plemented by statutes passed by the legisia- 
ture and now in force. 
It is beyond my power to barter away 
any of the functions attaching to the office 
in which I am placed by your impeachment. 
Any attempt on my part to do so, or to 
stipulate a method by which it might be done 
would properly place me in the position you 
now occupy—that of being impeached for 
malfeasance in office. I cannot and will not 
attempt to do it. 
The entire matter is now in the highest 
court of the state—the court of impeach- 
ment. No order that any lower court could 
make nd judgment that it could render, 
would have the slightest binding force upon 
this high court. No member of the court 
of appeals; certainly no member of the lower 
body, the Supreme court, can in any degree 
nor under any circumstances, interfere with 
the jurisdiction or the decision of such court 
of impeachment, save, and save only, as the 
members of the Court of Appeals shall cast 
their individual votes as such members of 
the court. 


ment Decision Binding. 

“The decision of the court of impeach- 
ment, once made, is binding on every court 
and every person in the state and must be 
so respected afid treated. Any attempt to 
imtertere with the jurisdiction or the proceed- 
ings of such court of impeachment by any 
member of any lower court would be as futile 
as would any attempt of a justice of the peace 
to enjoin the chief judge of the Court of Ap- 
peals from exercising his functions as such 
chief judge. 

„The constitution has fixed this as the 
only way for the settlement of the matters 
now pending. I know of no other, and T 
must therefore decline to enter into any stip- 
ulation whatever wtih you on the subject.

SEES NO RELIEF 
FOR HEATBOUND 


Forecaster Offers No Hope of 
Rain or Cooler Weather 
in Torrid Kansas. 


TEN DAY AVERAGE 90.1. 


Kansas City, Mo., Aug. 15.—The weather 
forecaster at Topeka said tonight there was 
no relief in sight for Kansas, either from the 
drought or hot weather. He said the average 
temperature for the day and night, for the 
last ten days was 90,1 degrees, breaking the 
previous record of 89.8, recorded from July 
16 to 26, 1901. 

Reports from the various stations indicated 
that temperatures in Kansas today ranged 
from 100 to 108 degrees. In Leavenworth 
county, where 108 was registered, farmers 
today began hauling water from the Missouri 


river. 


Light Plant Extends Mains. 
The electric light company at Leaven- 
worth, which has depended on Three Mile 
creek to supply ite boilers with water, was 
compelled to extend its mains to the Mis- 
souri river today, as the creek is dry. 

With barely enough water remaining in the 
Fort Scott, Kas., reservoir to last sixty days 
half an inch of rain fell there tonight, ac- 
companied by a wind that nearly reached 
tornado proportions. A drop of twenty de- 
grees in temperature followed the rain, which 
was purely local. 


Prayers from Two States. 

Prayers for rain were asked for in Kansas 
and Missouri today by citizens and clergy. 
In Kansas hundreds of persons wrote to 
Gov. Hodges, asking him to issue a procla- 
mation calling for a day of public prayer. 
The governor, however, declined. 
“I believe in the efficacy of prayer,“ he 
said, but not in the case of flood or drought.” 
Bishop J. J, Hennessey of the Roman 
Catholic diocese of Wichita, Kas., issued 
an order that next Sunday an hour should 
be given in each church in the diocese for 
special devotions and “fervent prayer to 
our blessed Lord to terminate the nn 
universally protracted dry spell.“ 


Zine Prices Go Up. 
Another Kansas product was affected by 
the drought today. Shortage of water in 
the zinc minés in the Galena district, where 
an excess of water usually is a burden, has 
greatly curtailed the output of the mines, 
and as a result the price advanced today 
from to $3 a ton. 
The Delaware river, for the first time in 
twenty-seven years, is without water. 
The Republican river, near Scandia, is 80 
nearly dry that the game warden there has 
reported the names of forty men whom he 
charges with violating the law by killing fish 
with clubs and guns. 


Leaves Drop from Trees. 
Leaves are falling from the trees as if Octo- 
ber were the month instead of August. The 
trees themselves seem to be dying. Both 
fruit and shade trees are affected, and unless 
rain comes soon. horticulturists say many of 
each kind will die. 

A drought of over a month’ s duration, dur- 
ing which period the temperature throughout 
Oklahoma hovered at the 100 degree mark, 
was broken today by scattered rains, which 
tonight promised to become general. The 
fall in temperature was from 10 to 20 de- 
grees. Rain fell in the central and east cen- 
tral part of Oklahoma while cloudiness was 
reported from all the western half of the 
state with the exception of the extreme south- 
western counties. 

The maximum temperature in this city to- 
day was 101 and the government weather 
forecaster tonight said the prospect for rain 
was no better than it had been for two weeks. 


PREDICTS BEEF FAMINE. 
Washington, D. C., Aug. 15.—{Special.}— 
The drought in Kansas, Iowa, Nebraska, Ok- 
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lahoma, and in the southwest may cause an 
unprecedented rise in the price of fresh beef, 


Information that reaches here is that the 
drought materially will decrease the fall 
supply of beef cattle. 

Discussing the situation today, Dr. D. A. 
Ramsey, chief of the inspection division of 
the bureau of animal industry of the depart- 
ment of agriculture, said: 

“The drought in the middle west has been 
most serious: It means that Mexican cattle 
and the grass fed cattle from the southwest 
that heretofore has been driven to the middle 
western ‘fattening’ corrals will have no

| stockmen have no feed and foresee a famine 


this winter. The ftmmediate result, of course. 
will be a lowering of prices because the sup- 
ply exceeds’ the demand. But later in the 
season, when the demand becomes greater 
and prices soar, the supply promises to be 
gone.“ 


STORMS IN NORTHWEST. 
According to reports received in Chicago 
last night eastern Wisconsin was swept by 
a severe electrical storm. Dispatches from 
Winnipeg, Man., also told of hard storms 
that damaged crops in Manitoba and Sas- 
katchewan. 


COMES FROM HARVEST FIELD 
TO/CLEAR SELF OF MURDER. 


Robert Cade “Beats Way” on Train and 
Convinces Police He Did Not Kill Hol- 
stein Boy. 


Robert Cade, who is 18 years old, arrived 
in Chicago yesterday, having deat his 
way to this city from Summit, N. D., for the 
purpose of clearing himself of suspicion in 
connection with the mysterious murder of 
Benjamin Holstein. the 13 year old boy whose 
body was found near Morgan Park on July 23 

Cade immediately surrendered to the po- 
lice. An investigation followed, which seems 
to have cleared him completely of any com- 
plieity in the murder. 

„I was working in the harvest flelds,”’ he 
said, “ when I got hold of a newspaper tell- 
ing that I was under suspicion in the Hol- 
stein case. A day or two later I got a letter 
from my girl, giving me the go-by because 
I didn’t come home and clear myself. I 
threw up my joband jumped a freight train. 
That brought me back to Chicago. 

Cade was shown to persons who thought 
they had seen the Holstein boy with an- 
other youth on the day of the tragedy. None 
could identify him. 

Cads was allowed to go. He was without 
money and a detective gave him car fare.

FATHER VOWS VENGEANCE 


Michael Raymond, a musician, sauntered 
into the residence of his wife's parents yes- 
terday, at 704 South May street. His wife, 
formerly Frances Dattila, was credited with 
being one of the handsomest girls in the 
wet side’ Italian quarter. Her first mar- 
riage ending in the divorce court, she eloped 
on Thanksgiving day with Raymond, with 
whom she had sung in a downtown restau- 
rant. 

“Francie here? Raymond called to Mra. 
Dattila. I was jealous, but I'm all right 


now. 
His wife came from a rear room. She saw 
his smilé and ran up to him happily. They 
talked for several minutes and laughed as if 
their quarrel of a week ago was forgotten. 


Sends Mother and Girl Out. , 

„All right now.“ said Raymond to his lit- 
tle sister-in-law, Mary Dattile. “ Here's 
some money. Take your mother out and buy 
something for supper.“ 

The mother and sister returned in a half 
hour. The house was quiet. On the floor 
they found Frances unconscious, bleeding 
from a dozen gashes in her arms, her face, 
arid her body. 

The girl was revived at Columbus Exten- 
sion hospital and told her story. As soon as 
hér mother and sister were out of hearing, 
she says, her husband wheeled on her, draw- 
ing a razor and a stiletto. 

„I knew I'd get you alone,” he cried. 
“Pretty, eh? You got me with your good 
looks and now you're going with other men. 
They think you're pretty, too. Well, you 
won't be. No one will look at you now.” 


Girl Slashed Shockingly. 

As he shouted at her he slashed her right 
and left, the first wound across the throat 
apparently disabling her from screaming for 
help. Raymond told the truth. The girl is 
shockingly mutilated and hospital physi- 
cians are not sure she will recover. 

Raymond fied long before the family re- 
turned. The razor was found in the yard, 
but the knife was gone. As the police were 
searching the house the girl's father came 
home. He listened, weeping, to the recital 
and ran into his room. He dashed back with 
a knife and revolver and ran down the street 
before the police could stop him. 

Don't catch him,“ he shouted back. 
get him.” 

Police bulletins ordered the arrest of both 
Raymond and Dattila, the latter to avert a 
killing. The old man is thought to be hiding 
near Raymond's house, 805 Norton place, 
waiting for him to get home. The police have 
no trace of either. 


STARVES FOR LIONESS MATE. 


Prince at Lincoln Park Zoo Shows His 
Mourning for Mind 
Nellie.“ 


Prince,“ the old lion at Lincoln park, is 
starving himself and is a mere skeleton. He 
has scarcely eaten since the death of his 
cage mate, “Blind Neille by whom he 
has had at least twenty cubs during their 
eight years together.

Got $7,500 of Loan og Bens

McDermott Pleaded for Life. 
“I met McDermott in the hall of this of 
fice butlding.“ McMichael said, his voice un- 
steady with emotion, “andthe said, My God. 
I'm a ruined man. What am I going to do? 
Do you suppose anybody will believe this 
old guy? I said to him, ‘ I’ve worked hard 
for you for six years, harder than I ever 
worked for any man. I tried to elevate you 
and help you to a big position.’ 
“I told him I had done all I couM for him. 
He said, ‘You've got nothing to Jose; you 
don't live with your wife. I'm a congress- 
man, and I’ve got a wife and children. Say 
you wrote those letters unbeknownst to me 
and that I didn’t ‘know anything about it. 
Even if they prove that you committed per- 
jury and forgery they can only send you 
down the river to the ark for two years and 
I'll pay you $100 e month while you are 
there.’ 
“I said to him, Tes. you are willing te 
pay me $100 a month to go to jail for you, 
but you won't pay me the wages you hon- 
estly owe me. I've got $11 in my pocket} 
that's all I've got to show for six years’ work, 
but I won't do this for you.“ 


Gave Mulhall $75 for McDermott. 

Apparently struggling to control himself, 
McMichael told the committee of furnishing 
$75 to take Mulhall, former chief lobby 
and field worker for the NationalAssociation 
of Manufacturers, to Chicago to aid McDer- 
mott in the 1912 campaign. 

Where did you get the money? Reprel 
sentative Garrett asked. 

“My mother had just died,” replied Me- 

Michael, and I was executor for her estate 
The money was in a bank here to the credit 
of the éstate and I gave Mulhall a check for 
it. I had to hustle to put it back. I never 
got any of it from McDermott.”’ 
McMichael told at length of making trips 
to various pawnbrokers in Washington to 
secure money either for McDermott or him- 
self. 

** McDermott told me, he said, that the 
pawnbrokers had raised $10,000 to fight the 
loan shark bill and later he told me he got 
$7,500 of it. When I asked him why he did 
not pay me what he owed me with part of it 
he said: ‘* My God, man, I had to pay it on 
debts. and I still owe $9,000.”

McMichael said that articles belonging to 
himself and McDermott were pawned imthe 
shops of the lenders during the time t bill

H. W. Barr, sales agent for the Empire 
Voting Machine company, negotiator of the 
million dolimr Chicago deal, employer of the 
Ottumwa” brokers,”" and the reputed author 
of the statement that dig money” was 
necessary to “get dy with thé Chicago 
contract, will not testify before the Butts 
committee. 

Barr is in Florida, or was last week when 
he wrote a letter to Election Commissioner 
Howard 8. Taylor declining a suggestion, 
gaid to have been made to him by Dr. Taylor, 
that he come to Chicago and tell what he 
knows about the Chicago trade. 

Attorney Willard McEwen, representing 
County Judge Owens, made the statement 
yesterday to Chairman Butts of the legis- 
lative committee that Commissioner Taylor 
had received the letter from Barr and that 
he (McEwen) did not expect Barr would be 
here Tuesday, or next week, to give his ver- 
sion of the scandal. 


Ottumwa Men Sought. 

The Ottumwa “ brokers '’—Pickler, Arrison, 
and Gray~—will be given all the chance pos- 
sible to come within the jurisdiction of the 
Illinois legislators, Be sworn, and examined 
under oath. 

Chairman Butts said last night be had 
been seeking all day to get into long distance 
telephone communication with these three 
and with Charles A. Walsh, former maln 
cog in the Hearst Independence league, al- 
leged to have “introduced” Barr to the 
Hearst political interests in Chicago. 

“I have not dee. able to reach any of 
them.“ Chairman Butts said, although I 
considered the long distance ephone the 
readiest method of communi on. Failing 
in this, I have sent to each of them a tele- 
gram, signed by the committee, earnestly 
and officially requesting that they appear in 
Chicago Tuesday and give whatever testi- 
mony they may possess.”’ 


Barr Not Coming, McEwen Says. 

Chairman Butts asked Attorney McEwen, 
after the committee adjourned, whether Mo- 
Ewen considered as probable the voluntary 
attendance of H. W. Barr upon the commit- 
tee hearings. 

I told Chairman Butts,” Attorney Me- 
Ewen said, that I had seen a letter writ- 
ten to Election Commissioner Taylor from 
somewhere in Florida. The letter stated that 
Mr. Barr would not appear before the Butts 
committee unless his company's policy so 
directed him. At present, I understand, it is 
not Mr. Barr’s intention to be here and tes- 
testify.” 

The Butts committee sought to obtain 
Barr's attendance before the committee early 
in the proceedings. It caught track of him 
in Paw Paw, Mich., and then in Jamestown, 
N. Y. His last word directly to the commit- 
tee wes that he would not testify until or- 
dered to by his superiors. 


Barr Testified Before Jury. 

Attorney Charles H. Mitchell, for the board 
of election commissioners, in a statement 
made officially to the committee, said he un- 
derstood Mr. Barr, who had testified under 
oath before the grand jury which, directed 
by State’s Attorney Hoyne, was looking into 
voting machine matters, considered his full 
duty performed thereby. 

If the Iowa men come in to Chicago on 
Tuesday it is probable the Butts hearings 
will continue through the week. Failure of 
the Iowa men to appear probably will force a 
recess of the committee until some time in 
October after the state fair. 

Representative Kasserman aid Senator 
Canaday, who have been friendly to the vot- 
ing machine backers, sought strongly during 
the day to get a recess until October, but 
were overruled upon the showing of the rec- 
ord that the committee had advised Attorney 
Francis W. Walker, for Andrew M. Law- 
rence, that opportunity would be granted on 
Tuesday to take the evidence of the mer 
mentioned in the Marriott affidavit and in the 
Duke statement. 


Czarnecki on the Stand. 

Election Commissioner Anthony Czarnecki 
was on the witness stand all of the day and 
was still under cross examination by Attor- 
ney McEwen when the committee adjourned 
at 4 o'clock. 

Mr. Czarnecki’s testimony was to the effect 
that he had fought the voting machine deal 
at all stages of the proceedings; that he con- 
sidered the Empire machine did not measure 
up to the qualifications of the Illinois state 
law and not to the requirements of Chicago 
conditions. 

Czarnecki said he hed been overruled at 
every point by Commissioners Kellermann 
and Taylor, but under cross examination he 
said County Judge Owens had not talked to 
him at any time réspecting his vote on the 
machines, and that he had been left untram- 
meled and allowed to exercise his own judg- 
ment. He said he was a personal appointee 
of Judge Owens, as the minority member of 
the board, and with the understanding that 
he would vote for William H. Stuart for 
chief clerk of the board. 


De Puy Shows Possible Fraud. 

C. L. De Puy, one of the committee's ex- 
perts, made another test at the opening of 
the afternoon session, concerning the pos- 
sibility of fraud on the Empire machine. He 

produced a pair of numbered slips, corre- 
sponding in color and makeup to the record- 
ing slips on the counting mechanism of the 
machines. He affixed these to the machine, 
voted 100 Votes. which were properly counted 
on the aggregate total, and demonstrated 
that the machine had miscounted through 
the “ fixing of the counting slips, so as to

If the bonds are 
offered in the usual way he will not be 
astonished if not more than 94 cents on 
the dollar is offered for them by banking 
and brokerage houses, who may be willing 
to resell them to the public at 96 cents.

HE people of Chicago have deposited 
in the savings banks of the city more 
than $230,000,000. On all this money 
they draw only 8 per cent interest. The 


new harbor bonds, even if purchased at 


par, will pay 4 per cent and the money 
invested will be as safe as if left in the 
bank. 

Who can doubt, if the new bonds were 
offered in units of $100, $50—or even, as 
was recently done in St. Paul, of $10— 
that the people themselves would buy their 
own bonds, the proceeds of which are to 
be spent in the construction of a munici- 
pal harbor?. 

Certainly! a city which could get its 
municipal securities widely distributed 
among its own people would have that 
many more citizens vitally and actively 
interested in seeing that the city funds 
are honestly spent and the city affairs 
wisely administered. 

Of the first issue of harbor bonds $300,- 
000 at par are to be taken by the Chi- 
cago Canal and Dock company in pay- 
ment for the strip of land, 100 feet deep, 
along the lake front between Illinois and 
Indiana streets. These two streets, each 
seventy feet wide, are to be opened by 
the company to the western edge of the 
newly purchased strip. To the east the 
city will fill in the lake for a distance 
of 500 feet beyond the present shore line 
and will carry Illinois and Indiana streets 
through the made land to the edge of the 
water and the beginning of the new pier.

N both streets car tracks will be run. 
Under one plan these tracks are to 
be carried out into the lake on the second 
deck of the new pier as Yar as the recrea- 
tion pavilion. Street cars will be run out 
on one track and, looping at the end, re- 
turn on the other. In this way not only 
could recreation seekers be comfortably 
carried to the pavilion, but passengers 
arriving or leaving by lake steamers would 
have direct transportation to all parts of 

the city. 

An alternate plan, which considers pos- 
sible danger tc children and others by 
the running of street cars on the pas- 


senger deck, stops the cars at the en- 
trance to the pier proper. In their stead 
a double moving sidewalk is proposed, 
running back and forth the full length 
of the pier as far as the recreation pa- 
vilion. 5 

In addition to the passenger- pleasure 
pier several other piers for the handling 
of various Classes of freight are included 
in the comprehensive plans for the outer 
harbor. They are to be built later. To 
make the whole harbor practically land- 
locked, the national government has 
agreed, after the city actually begins 
work, to extend its present breakwater 
to the shore at the north and for a con- 
siderable distance from its present south- 
ern terminus) For this work, which will 
cost a total of $1,100,000, an appropria- 
tion of $350,000 is now available. 

~o— 

UT after all is done, the freight piers 

erected and the whole harbor com- 
pleted, only a single railroad—the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern—will be able to 
reach it over its own tracks. The harbor 
commission admits this weakness and 
suggests, somewhat vaguely, that other 
railroads will doubtless make their ewn 
arrangements to reach the new harbor. 

If the experience of Philadelphia is any 
criterion: Chicago will wait a long while 
before the other roads will be able to force 
their way to the water front. In the City 
of Brotherly Love a fight of thirty years 
has just been finally won to foree the 
Pennsylvanin road to permit its rivals to 
stretch their tracks to the Delaware river 
front. .

Belief Prevails Mexico May 
Adopt. Wilson Idea and 
Call Election. 


‘ENGLAND IGNORES ENVOY

Mexico City, Aug. 15.—President Willson’s 
message to President Huerta is in the pos- 
session of the government, which may be ex- 
pected to reject it or to return some answer 


| shortly. 


Foreign Minister Gamboa, in the two con- 
ferences he has had with John Lind, Presi- 
dent Wilson's special representative in Mex- 
ico, came to the conclusion, with the consent 
of President Huerta, that the simplest way 
to an end was to accept the document for 
President Huerta and his cabinet and study 
it, 

It would appear now that as the message 
has been in the possession of the government 
since Thursday night and no action concern- 
Ing it has yet been announced, the govern- 
ment is not disposed summarily to reject it. 

Several thousand Indians in the Huatusco 
district of Vera Cruz have risen in revolt, 
according to official reports received here. 

There was a sharp fight tonight a short dis- 
tance north of Atzcapotzalco, a suburb of 
the capital, between a band of followers of 
Zapata, the revolutionary leader, and federal 
troops. A few persons were killed or wounded 
in the fighting, which euded with the dis- 
persal of the rebels. 

The rebels are believed to be members of 
bands which during the last thirty-six hours 
have appeared at various places in the fed- 
eral district. 


ELECTION CALL EXPECTED. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 15.—Observers of 
the Mexican situation here generally look 
for a pronouncement of some kind from 
Huerta immediately following the presenta- 
tion of President Wilson's message through 
Mr. Lind. It is expected in diplomatic cir- 
cles that President Huerta will formally an- 
nounce a call for an early election, even set- 
ting the date. 

Shirley C. Hulse, son-in-law of Lieut. Gov. 
Reynolds of Pennsylvania, who, with his 
wife and child, was believed by Senator Pen- 
rose to be in imminent danger from revolu- 
tionists, is now safe in the city of Chihua- 
hua.

BOX OF PEACHES TO WILSON 
LAUNCHES NEW PARCEL RATES. 


Postmaster General Marks Inauguration 
of Higher Weight Maximum by Mail- 
ing Gift to President. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 15.—Postmaster 
General Burleson today inauguated the new 
regulations changing the parcel post rates 
and weight limit by mailing President Wil- 
son a box of fine Georgia peaches. The box, 
which weighed seventeen pounds, with a 
postage charge of 13 cents, was delivered at 
the White House early th the day. With it 
came a note in which the postmaster general 
said:

Refusal of Went ve ‘Council to Pay Ex- 
penses of Organizer After Contract 
Was Abrogated Is Sustained, 


Nashville, Tenh., Aug. 15.—THe administra- 
tion foreés of the International Typograph- 
tal unlon Won again today when the appeal 
in the “ Pittéburgh case was rejected:and 
the exécttive counell sustained by a vote of 
189 to 84. N 

The Pittsburgh case grew out of the 
sending of an Organizer to Pittsburgh by 
the executive council, acting, it is claimed, 
under a Gotitradt made by the Pittsburgb 
local. The contract, it was alleged, was 
abrogated and the executive council refused 
te pay the expenses of the Orcanhiter, eharg - 
ing the sum to the Pittsburgh lo¢al, Which 
also refused to pay. 

The executive couneil then denied the Pitts- 
burgh union the privileges and benefits of 
the organization. The case was taken tothe 
federal court by the Pittsburgh union, but 
the court refused to consider the case until 
it was seen whether or not it could be set- 
tied by the 1. T. U. 

In the discussion today Delegate Charles 
J. Nibloch asserted that the unionization of 
fivé Pittsburgh newspapers was due to Sen- 
ator Oliver, and not tothe I. T. U. organizers. 
He said Oliver, owner of three. Pittsburgh 
newspapers, had aspirations to be elected 
United States senator and that Senator Pen- 
rose advised him he could not be élected 
until he made friends with union labor.

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 TJURN ON ALL. THE LIGHT! 

The statement drawn by Attorney Duke 
of Ottumwa, Ia., involving Andrew M. Law- 


’ gence, publisher of Hearst’s Chicago Ex- 


aminer, has been in the hands of the Butts 
committee more than a week. 

During that time ite introduction into 
the evidence has been opposed by Mr. Law- 
rence's attorney, Mr. Francis Walker. 

The committee attempted to procure the 
appearance before them of the Iowans in- 
volved in the Duke statement, but were re- 
fused. Thereupon a subcommittee and Mr. 
Deneen, attorney for the committee, jour- 
neyed to Iowa in order to interview these 
men and, if possible, to verify the allega- 
tions of the Duke statement. 

But before the arrival of the subcom- 
mittee in Ottumwa enter Mr. Edward E. 
Marriott, who, according to Attorney Duke, 
appeared in his office, upbraided him for his 
action, and threatened him with disbar- 
ment. 

Mr. Edward E. Marriott is a Hearst’s 
Examiner reporter. 

Upon the return of the subcommittee with 
damaging evidence the committee voted to 
bold under advisement the introduction of 
the Duke statement, whereupon Mr. Fran- 
cis Walker, personal attorney of Mr. La w- 
rence, tendered an affidavit of Edward E. 
Marriott, the Examiner reporter, sworn 
before E: J. Bangs, the notary public before 
whom the Examiner circulation statements 
are sworn. 

Among the allegations of this affidavit. 
which was published in full in yesterday’s 
TRIBUNE, was ope which set forth that H. 
W. Barr, agent for the Empire voting ma- 
chine, had sai@ James Keeley of Tun 
Tripune had asked a $50,000 bribe to keep 
silent as to the voting machine deal; that 
this demand for a bribe was refused, and 
that in consequence THe Trisune attacked 
the voting machine deal. ’ 

Chairman Butts received the affidavit, 
announced that the committee would look 


it over, and attempted to proceed with the 


examination of the witness, Commissioner 
Kellerman, when Marriott created the un- 
warranted and insulting scene reported in 
the press of Thursday afternoon and Friday. 

When appealed to, Mr. Francis Walker, 

personal attorney for Mr. Lawrence, stated 
that he was not attorney for Mr. Marriott, 
but had “some sympathy with his feel- 
ings.” .

SEX HYGIENE AND THE SCHOOLS. , 


The failure of the American Federation 
of Catholic Societies to favor the movement 
for sex hygiene in the schools was not un- 
expected. The point of view of the church 
was expressed forcefully only the other day 
by Bishop Rohde, who declared that the 
only reliable safeguards were moral and 
religious, the maintenance of modesty and 
innocence, and the influence of religious in- 
struction. 

There can be no question of the impor- 


‘tance, perhaps the paramount importance, 


of these influences. Dven the most con- 
vinted workers for sex hygiene concede 
the danger involved in instruction unsup 
ported by ‘moral considerations. A prom- 
inent Swiss psychologist recently has an- 
nounced his vigorous opposition, to the 
teaching of sex facts to the young. 

Nevertheless, conditions inseparable from 
any democratic school system involve the 
intermingling of children of different ages 
and very widely different bringing up, 
children of careful, pious parentage with 
children of parents who are not careful, 
well disciplined or naturally restrained 
children with children undisciplined and 
uncontrolled. The moral strain upon this 
web of association is very great, and all 
the support possible is desirable, especial- 
ly during years of adolescence. 

The argument upon which the sex hy- 
giene movement rests is the fact that. 
yoath does not and cahnot remain inno- 
cent of sex, but obtains its knowledge 
often in the worst form and too Often ‘at 
the price of tragic experience. 

It is not a question of whether the 
youth should remain ignorant or be in- 
structed. It is a question whether it shal! 
be well or fll instructed. It is frequently 
not the question whether instruction shall 
de given in the home or in the school, for 
in the vast majority of.cases it must be in 
the school or in the street. Therefore, the 
friends of instruction are confident that, 
even if instruction were an evil, it is the 
lesser evil. 


ENFORCE THE WRITTEN LAW. 

“I do not recognize the unwritten law,” 
said State's Attorney Hoyne, in causing 
the arrest of Edward J. Duprey for killing 
Henry Gronimos, the man who had attacked 
Duprey’s daughters and gone free of punish- 
ment because of lax prosecution. 
The “unwritten law” should never be 
invoked. As a matter of fact it flourishes 
only when the written law is disregarded by 
the authorities.

A baby may bave loose bowels and be in 
good spirits, no more irritable and no more 
upset, physically than a thoroughly well 
baby.

If the stools are green as well as loose, 
the hazard becomes greater. The baby may 
still pull out all right, in fact usually does 
pull out all right; but it is quite risky for 
the mother to rely only on her own judg- 
ment as to what to do. : 

If the stools contain mucus, either with or 
without green, the mother is certainly at a 
point where she needs help. Some mothers 
work it out successfully without help, but 
the, risk is too great. If there is blood, or 
if the baby has fever, or is exceedingly ir- 
ritable, or is nauseated, it is imperative that 
counsel be obtained.

Let us make clear these gradations: 

Any baby with diarrhea should be seen 
by a physician. In simple diarrhœas the risk 
in disregarding this advice may not be great. 

If there ds blood in the stools, or the baby 
has fever, the risk in disregarding the ad- 
vice is extremely great.

appear, food should be stopped and a dose ‘ 


of oil given. Water will usually satisfy for 
a While.

Mrs. J. C. H. writes: My boy of 2 years, 
who has been brought up in strict accord- 
ance with Dr. Holt's rules for feeding and 
earing for infants, has chronic indigestion;

I should 
say your baby needs more meat, fruit, and vegéta- 
bles and less starch (bread, cereal, and potato).

He who has known rivers knows 
that every watercourse has individuality, 
which is no more to be yzed than the 


rsonality of ones rest friend. Two 
— — flow almost side by side for a 
hundred miles, separated only by a range of 
hills, and resemble each other no more than 
two women. You may admire the one, and 
grant it beauty and charm; but you will love 
the other, and dream of it, and desire infinite 
acquaintance of it.

MARTIN H. GLYNN, BUNDLE OF ENERGY, 
LACKS SHOWMAN STYLE OF SUL 


ARTIN H. GLYNN, who has de 
manded that Gov. Sulzer vacate the 
New York governorship pending im- 
peachment proceedings, is in many 
respects quite the opposite of Sulzer. 

Glynn is a small man, with twinkling eyes, 
a good natured face, and a goodly sense of 
humor. While he lacks the Sulzer show- 
man qualities he is well endowed with in- 
telligence and ability. : 

Beginning on Jute 1, when he took the lien 
tenant governor’s office, he began by trying 
to codperate with Gov. Sulzer. But after 
a few months—and especially after the gov- 
ernor vetoed the hydro-electric bill, in which 
Glynn was interested—he found it impos- 
sible to keep step with his superior. 

This split of the two men also fractured 
the friendly relations of their wives. 

Glynn was controller under Gov. Hughes 
and made an unusually good record in that 
office. Being an Albany Democrat, he was 
not of Tammany. He did not set out to an- 
tagonize Tammany, but he went quietly 
ahead in a businesslike way and put the 
management of the controller’s. office on « 
sound basis. 

Previous to that he had been a member of 
congress,

Glynn was born in Columbia county, New 
York, forty-two years ago this September. 
in the latter part of his public school days 
Glynn worked as assistant bookkeeper in 
In 1604 he was graduated 
from Fordham college at the head of a large 
class. After working for awhile on the staff 
of the Times-Union in Albany—of which he 
ig now publisher—he was made managing 
editor. Meantime he studied law and was 
admitted to the bar in 1807. The following 
year saw him elected to congress, where he 
served two terms.

Does All the Work. 


Instead of paying for everything I want done 
I do it myself and find great pleasure in doing 
so. I do all my laundry work, é¢xcept the flat 
work, and get that done at the laund at lit- 
tle cost. I never buy baker's bread; make 
enough at one time to last one week, and we 
all like it much bette?. Everything in cooking 
is done at home, and above all I watch my gas 
bills. Here is a good plan. My gas range is 
one that has a high oven on the side, I have 
found that when the oven is hot I can cook to 
good advantage on the top also. I proctred 
two light wooden boxes, one slightly smaller 
than the other, covered the outside of the 
larger one with asbestos, and, treating the in- 
side of the smaller one in the same way, 
fastened it within the larger one. I start my 
cooking over a gas burner as for 4 fireless 
cooker, then place the pan on top of the oven 
and put the asbestos covered box over it. The 
food will cook much more rapidly than in the 
ordinary fireless cooker. If using this plan you 
will find your gas bills much smaller.

As I sit here watching the women with 
baskets, the boys with filled carts, and the men 
with packages in arms, returning from the 
ash grocery” two blocks away, I see a par- 
tial solution of the living problem.

The oven can be filled with po- 
tatoes, vegetables, pastry, cake, etc., while meat 
ig in.

Montessori, the Italian ed tor, ha 


stirred up an interest in pedagogica 


subjects hien transcends the borders ot 
Italy and has given an impetus to the whole 
subject over the world. No short summary 
can do justice to Montessori's ideas. She is 
a physician, a scientist, and a pioneer in 
education who has had extraordinarily suc- 
cessful results with children, But her work 
and aim are larger than this, for her work 
which first appeared as a method of child 
education, is now seen to be based upon the 
deepest foundations and to point to nothing 
less than the improvement of the whole hu- 
man race, individually, bielogically, and so- 
cially. : | 

To every one interested in the subject, and it 
ie difficult to think that any one who is wide 
awake to the progress and development of 
man cannot be interested, the importance of 
Montessori’s ideas cannot be too strongly 
emphasized. “The Montessori Method,” 
which was the first book she published, is 
adapted to the intelligent general reader, It 
is much more than an educational treatise. 

The volume under consideration is her lat- 
est conribution and in it are to be found 
the foundations of the ideas embodied in the 
earlier book, described in detail, with data 
and formidable statistics from which the 
educational principles were obtained. This 
volume is more difficult to read because of 
its scientific techhicalities and statistics, but 
it must be said that an intelligent person will 
find it stimulating after he has mastered its 
language and concepts. It is called Pedagog- 
ical Anthropology as distinguished from an- 
thropology, because the latter is based upon 
a study of man in regard to his origin, while 
‘Montessori studies man entirely with a view 
‘to his future development and possible bet- 
terment. To learn step by step something 
of the goal of development, how this de- 
velopment may be assisted, and to do so by 
‘scientific methods—these are her aims. 


— 
The study of the defects of growth in man 
are taken up in a scientific manner by means 
ot observations, and statistics of individuals 
‘with a view to the discovery of the causes 
of these defects and how to battle against 
‘them. Biographical histories of individuals 
showing the sources, social, ‘organic, and 
hereditary, which caused certain defects or 
perfections, are shown by statistics and dis- 
cussions. Stature, weight, craniology, the 
thorax, the pelvis, the limbs, and the skin 
‘and pigments are some of the problems taken 
up with a view to finding the causes of varia- 
tions in types. 

Above all, it must be remember that 
while Montessori spends much time de- 
fects of men, she has always a goal of per- 
fection of men in her mind, toward which 
she works. She 
the biggest aspect of her studies is its 
author's unquenchable faith in the limitless 
possibilities of human progress. She dreams 
of a physical regeneration of the weak, the 
diseased, and the defective, and a new era 
of enlightenment, of universally sound minds 
in sound bodies, a flood tide of human prog- 
gress, moving resistiessly toward’ perfection. 
This buoyant and contagious optimism makes 
the book stimulating in spite of its technical 
qualities. 

It is the manifest duty of every teacher to 
read this work of Dr. Montessori, and it will be 
a great means of self-culture and personal en- 
lightenment for every one else to do so. It is 
guaranteed that ft will reform pessimists con- 
cerning the progress of humianity into believers 
that upon science and the proper methods de- 
duced from scientific research humanity will 
find a firm foundation for the improvement of 
the species, always advancing toward a pre- 
conceived ideal of perfectiton of the individual.

real life. Law is, of course, a resultant or 
crystallization of sufficiently long continued gen- 
eral opinion in each community. 

Individuglly progressive, we Americans are 
Collectively very backward. As yet there has 
not been ficient time for these new relations 
to find adequate expression in the law, and the 
classes who profit by such tnadequacy, rein- 
forced by that great majority of persons of 
naturally conservative instinct who love a rule 
merely because it is old, regardless of the cir- 
cumstances under which it originally arose and 
which made it useful, have been able to retard 
a necessary and inevitable adjustment. 

The fear that we may move too fast ignores 
the ineradicable tendency to follow customs 
which keeps the new generation from departing 
from the ways of their ancestors, and which, 
healthful and necessary up to a certain point, 
means, whem untempered by radicalism, social 
stagnation. The instinct which made civiliza- 
tion stationary is not the exception but the 
rule; the opposite tendency is sufficiently excep- 


“tional to cause us little real apprehension. 


These studies bt the conflict between “ prece- 
dent,” that is, the wisdom of past generations, 
and “progress,” the ideas of the gresent day 
concerning right and justice, are of general 
interest in the somewhat disturbed state of 
public opinion on so many questions of funda- 
mental importance.

“The Dark Lady” 
Still a Mystery.

HERE are some critics of Shakspeare and 
Mr. Frank Harris. Now that I recall his 
“The Man Shakspeare,” he begins that 
book by stoutly proclaiming that there 
were no critics of Shakspeare, Goethe ex- 
cepted, till Frank Harris, True, he wrote à re- 
markable book. It was impertinent, irrespon- 
sible, and unscholarly. It had one quality which 
must be commended, its amusing audacity. Mr. 
Harris has found Shakspeare a profitable sub- 
ject, and his second volume, “THE WOMEN 
OF SHAKSPEARDE,” is another hallucinatory 
enterprise which in no wise falls short of the 
first. Mr. Harris calls his book The Women 
He might have called it “ The 
Shakespeare Woman.” All the heroines of the 
love intrigue plays are only different versions 
of the Dark Lady of the Sonnets. One would 
think from the confidence of Mr. Harris ex- 
planations that he had really seen Mary Fitton, 
that he had been present at Shakspeare’s woo- 
ing of her. It is so easy in criticism, to be sure 
It reduces the question of proof to-mere asser- 
tion, “The words that live and throb and burn 
for us in Shakspeare’s women characters are 
always derived from ‘his Dark Lady,’ his own 
passion coming to utterance again and again,” 
is the typical critic style of the author. A bas- 
ketful of amatory phrases might be culled from 
the book, all akin to “throb,” burn,“ “ surging 
madness,” “passion’s ebb and flow.“ | 

One would think Shakspeare a professional 
lover, like Petrarch, merely living to devise love 
phrases, instead of a practical playwright, who 
wrote some of his best plays without mention- 
ing the subject, who late in his career inter- 
preted the love theme as an adolescent experi- 
ence, and who never touched the subject serious- 
ly without, in the same play, mocking himself 
for his folly. ; 

It would be a pleasure to suggest to Mr. Har- 
ris how to reread Shakspeare in this light, but 
his present infatuation with his own theory is 
as yet too strong, and we may yet have more of 
this perfervid writing. In the meantime we 
have Bernard Shaw to call us to common sense 
in judging Shakespeare. (Mitchell Kennerly.)

Mr. Harris’ cocksureness about Mary Fitton 
is offeet by Arthur Acheson’s “DARK LADY 
OF THE SONNETS,” who, in his opinion, is 
Mistress Duvenant of the Crown inn at Oxford, 
In following Mr. Acheson's theory through his 
elaborate guesswork one discovers that he does 
not know much of Mistress Davenant, but he 
does know a great deal of Shakspeare’s literary 
rivals. He writes of this knowledge in a sober 
manner as becomes a scholar. His rearrange- 
ment of the sonnets is worth something, and 
the whole study another revelation of the close 
rivalry and indirect recriminations constant 
among men who wrote and published within 
close range of one another. But as a solution 
of the Dark Lady of the Sonnets, Mr. Acheson's 
labor is purely one of love, Like so much else 
concerning Shakespeare, it still abides our ques- 
tion. (Bernard Quaritch.)

Wouldn’t you like to read this letter from a 
little woman who might have thought that luck 
was against her if she hadn’t been so deter- 
mined that it just couldn't be? 

“When my husband died three years ago I 
realized that I'd have to do something to keep 
myself and the children alive. We owned the 
acre that we had been living on for all of the 
years that we had been-married, and I have felt 
that the only solution of the problem of living 
was for us to stay on the little farm, as we 
always called it. If we rented it, the money 
might be slow in coming in and we'd have to 
pay rent on another house. Taking everything 
together, I decided that we'd stay on the farm 
and make the most that we could out of it. My 
husband had beeh an engineer, and we lived on 
the farm as a homestead more than as a farm. 
We had never tried to make it pay as a farm, 
In fact, we had never thought of trying.

That gave me even more en- 
thusiasm than I had before, so I determined 
to enlarge my trade. I put a little advertise- 
ment in the Home Workers Market Place in 
the winter, when I could send the chickens, and 
from ‘that very moment my fortunes began to 
pick up perceptibly. When the parcel post be- 
came a reality my fortune was made. because I 
have been able to send chickens all summer 
without any loss. Of course, I haven't made a 
fabulous amount of money this year, but I 
have had so little expense that most of my 
sales have meant clear profit, and now I haven't 
the slightest doubt about being able to support 
my family by raising chickens.”

When the parsley is rather coarse and strong, 
and sometimes when not, it is washed. thor- 
oughly and boiled for six or seven minutes 
until tender, Then the water is pressed out 
of it, after which it is chopped fine. For an 
ordinary bunch of parsley about a half a pint 
of butter should be used. This is sometimes 
called parsley sauce, but professionally pars- 
ley sauce is a white sauce with parsley in it. 

Part of the parsley is sometimes boiled in 
the milk, which is heated and poured ‘on the 
butter and flour cooked together. Then some 
chopped parsley is added to finish, with other 
seasonings often, and the yolk of an egg and 
some fresh butter are stirred in at the last. 

To all sauces with a butter foundation the 
expert cook finally adds some fresh butter at 
the last, cooking it in for only a minute or 80. 
Some of the sauces which one buys in bottles 
are better given the same treatment, that is,

Susan IZ. however, managed to finish in a 
tie for first place with Cherry of the Jackson 
Park Yacht club. 

Susan II., present holder of the trophy, was 
in the lead at the beginning of the second 
leg of yesterday's race, when James O’Brien, 
the 3 year old son of James T. O’Brien, 6229 
South Fifth avenue, fell overboard from the 
launch Myrtle B., whch carried spectaters 

for the race. The boy’s father donned a life 
preserver and jumped into the water to save 
him. , | 

It was at this juncture that McDermott, 

@ member of the Susan II. crew, became 
active. “ Monk Lines, another member of 
fhe crew, saw the child in the water and 
. ghouted to McDermott, who was on the main- 
sheet. The swimmer immediately quit the 
job he had in hand and dove overboard. 
Susan II. was 200 yards away, but McDer- 
mott, with the powerful strokes that made 
him a champion, quickly reached the boy, 
who had gone down for the third time. 


Swimmer Rescues Child. 
McDermott sank beneath the surface of 
‘the water, and was just able to grasp the 
child by the hair. Then he swam to the 
Myrtle D., which had been unable to render 
any assistance on account of the engine going 
„dead.“ He left the child. po re- 
viving, and swam back to the yac 

In ha meantime Skipper Henry Rubinkam 

had caused the spinaker to be doused and 
had brought the yacht about, thereby losing enough 
time to allow Cherry to come up and take the 
jead. Then, when McDermott had taken his posi- 
tion at the mainsheet, Susan II. resumed the race.
